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of Faust, in Gounod's opera at the Theatre-Lyrique, was engaged for 
the occasion to sing this part ; and although he displayed a good 
voice and style, we doubt whether he will become a favourite with 
the audiences at Her Majesty's Theatre, His manner of singing is 
thoroughly French ; and he has scarcely sufficient power to sustain 
many parts of the trying music M. Gounod has given to his hero. 
Signor Arditi conducted the performances, as usual. 



SACRED HARMONIC SOCIETY. 

The thirty-fifth season of this Society was inaugurated on the 
23rd ult. by a performance of Beethoven's Mass in C, and 
Mendelssohn's Hymn of Praise. Both these works are now so 
thoroughly known that the audience go rather to enjoy, than to 
discover, their manifold beauties ; and it is enough to say, there- 
fore, that choraliats and instrumentalists exerted themselves on this 
occasion with their usual success. In the Mass, the principal 
vocalists were Madame Lemmens-Sherrington, Miss Julia Elton, 
Mr. Lyall, and Mr. Lewis Thomas. The audience expressed the 
usual dissatisfaction at the absence of Mr. Sims Reeves in 
Mendelssohn's Cantata; although it was announced that he was 
" disabled by severe hoarseness "; but his place was ably supplied 
by Mr. Lyall, who, if we recollect rightly, proved himself equally 
ready and competent on a similar occasion last season. Mr. Costa. 
received a warm welcome on his appearance in the orchestra. On 
the 7th inst. Mozart's Requiem and Handel's Dettingm Te Deum will 
be performed. 



CRYSTAL PALACE. 

In addition to the usual excellent miscellaneous concerts given 
weekly at this establishment, a performance of Handel's Alexander's 
Feast took place on the 17th ult., the principal vocalists being 
Madame Lemmens-Sherrington, Mr. Wilbye Cooper, and Mr. Lewis 
Thomas. The choruses were excellently given, under the con- 
ductorship of Herr Manns, who seems resolved that the Crystal 
Palace audiences shall have no reason to complain of the quality of 
the programmes when the selection of the music rests with himself, 
The work was listened to with the utmost attention throughout. 



MONDAY POPULAR CONCERTS. 

The ninth season commenced on the 5th ult., when an attractive, 
but by no means novel, programme was provided. Madame Arabella 
Goddard was the pianist, and performed Beethoven's "Moonlight ' 
Sonata with her accustomed ease ; the last moment, especially, 
being dashed off with the fluency which is the ruling characteristic 
of her performance. Mendelssohn's Trio in D minor, for piano- 
forte, violin, and violoncello, was well played; and Mr. Santley 
gave Gounod's "Valley," and a song by Arthur Sullivan, "Aweary 
lot is thine fair maid," in his usual finished style. We look forward 
with pleasure to the appearance of Madame Schumann at these 
concerts. 



Miss Gxyn gave a thoroughly intellectual reading 

of Macbeth at St. James's Hall, on the 23rd ult., and was aided on 
the occasion by Mr. Leslie's Choir, who sang the music (popularly, 
but we believe falsely, attributed to Locke) with their usual pre- 
cision and refinement. Miss Edmonds, Miss Fosbrooke, and Miss 
Barnett sustained the parts of the Witches, and Hecate was sung by 
Mr. Winn. 

The London Ballad and Glee Union gave a Concert 

at the Lecture Hall, Tottenham, on Saturday evening, the 3rd ult., 
under the direction of Mr. Herbert Souse. The principal vocalists 
were Miss Emily Dixon, Miss Flora Lamb, Mr. W. Cooke, Mr. H. 
Scuse, Mr. W. Turner, and Mr. Rowcliffe. Mr. S. Percy presided 
at the pianoforte. 

The members of St. Matthew's Choral Society, 

Stepney, under the conductorship of Mr. E. Allen, gave a Concert of 
sacred and secular music in the Burdett Hall on Tuesday evening, 
October 30th. The soprano part was allotted to Miss E. Dixon, who 
delighted the audience in the air, " With verdure clad." Miss Lucy 
Newson ("Contralto) sang with great feeling " O rest in the Lord," 
while Mr. J. Herbert Scuse and Mr. S. Crome, whose reputation is 
well known at the East, received well-merited encores in the fiolos 
assigned to them.

Pianist, 
Miss E. Stirling. The room was crowded, and there is no doubt 
that the fund for the maintenance of the Schools (in aid of which 
the concert was given) will be greatly benefitted. 



The Annual Concert by the members of the John 

Knox Choral Society, in aid of the funds of the Sunday Schools, took 
place at the Beaumont Institution, Mile End, on Tuesday evening, 
the 13th ult., when Handel's Samson was performed. Principal 
Vocalists—Miss Kate Frankford, Miss Lucy Newson, Mr. J. Reed 
LarwiU, Mr. Ralph Wilkinson and Mr. F. A. Bridge. There was a 
full baud and chorus of about 100 performers. Leader, Mr. Gurson ; 
Trumpet, Mr. T. Harper; Drums, Mr. Willis; Harmonium, Miss 
Gurson. Conductor, Mr. T. H., Hodd. 

The North London Choral Union gave its first 

Concert in Albion Hall, London Wall, on Friday, the lffth ult., 
under the conductorship of M. R. Basset The programme con- 
sisted of selections from Handel's Oratorio, Judas Maccabeeus. Miss 
R. Denham was extremely effective in the solo, " From mighty 
KingB," aud also in her duet with Miss Lee, "Oh lovely peace," 
the latter of which wasenthusiasticallyencored. Mr.D.Batchelor, in 
" Call forth thy powers, "and Mr. W. Morris, in "Arm, arm ye brave," 
were also well received. The other vocalists were Mr. Lambert, 
Miss Turner, and Miss Crawley. The choruses were Bung with 
much precision and spirit. 

A Concert under the direction of Mr. H. Buckland, 

was given at Carter Street Literary Institution, Walworth, 
on Tuesday, the 13th ult., the solo performers being Miss Blanche 
Reeves, Mr. Carter, Mr. T. Rogers, and Mr. Henry Buckland. To 
Miss Reeves (who possesses an excellent soprano voice) fell a very

The meeting 
concluded with a selection of muBic from the work referred to, 
which was rendered the more effective by the accompaniment of 
one of Alexandre's harmonium pianos. 

Madame Parepa, who has returned to America for 

a short professional tour during the dull part of the London year, 
is spoken of in the most flattering terms by the American press. 
In every city she has visited she has excited the utmost enthusiasm, 
not only by her high artistic qualities, but by her kindness and 
urbanity of manner. No greater proof of the estimation in which 
she is held by the Americans can be adduced than the fact that her 
second visit has been even more successful than her first. We 
understand that she will return to England at the commencement of 
the musical season. 

Dr. Spark's Ode to Labour, which we have already 

spoken of in our account of the opening of the Industrial Exhibition 
at the Agricultural Hall, was, we understand, again performed, 
with an equal amount of success, on the closing day. 

The Congregation of Trinity Church, Carlisle- 
street, Lambeth, presented their late Organist, Mr. G. J. Francis, 
on his retirement from the situation, with a very handsome gold 
watch-chain, as a remembrance of their appreciation of his services. 
The presentation took place in the school-room adjoining the 
Church on the 24th of October. 

On the occasion of the opening of the Lecture 

Hall of the Altrincham and Bowdon Literary Institution, a first 
class Concert was given, conducted by Mr. Charles Halle*, of Man- 
chester. The pianoforte performance of Mr. Hall6 was, of course, 
the principal feature of the entertainment ; but the attraction of the 
concert was materially increased by the excellent violin playing of 
Mr. Carrodus, and of M. Lavigne on the oboe. The vocalists were 
Miss Banks and Madame Laura Baxter, and the accompaniments 
were excellently played by Mr. R. Andrews, who has recently come 
to resido in Bowdon.

Brief Summary of Country itetos* 

We do not hold ourselves responsible for any opinions expressed in this 
Summary ; as all the notices are eitlter collated from the local papers, or 
supplied to us by occasional correspondents. 

Andover. — The first open night, or Concert, for 

the Session 1866-67 was given on the 12th uit., by the Members of 
the Choral Society, in the Town Hall. The concert opened with a 
short address from the President, H. Hooker, Esq., on the claims of 
the Choral Society, and expressing the thanks due from the mem- 
bers to those ladies and gentlemen who sang at the concerts. In 
addition to the songs, glees, &c, which have usually composed the 
programmes of the Society, there were two clarionet solos by Mr. 
Pickens band-master to the Hants Militia, and some instrumental 
music for a stringed band. There was a good and varied selection 
of vocal music, in which Miss Hartley, a lady amateur, occupied a 
prominent place, and in " Why do summer roses fade," received a 
hearty encore. A quartett ** The Pilgrim's Home," words by the 
Rev. C. Mackie, and set to music by Mr. Thome, organist of Chi- 
chester Cathedral, was well sung by Miss Clarke, Messrs. Cross, 
Fox, and Beare, and appeared to be much appreciated by the 
audience. The instrumental music was ably led by Mr. Hendy; 
and Mr. Snary, in spite of serious illness, accompanied with his 
usual ability. 

Annan. — The course' of -winter entertainments at 

the Mechanics' Institute was opened on the 24th October with a 
grand concert given by the members of the Dumfries Choral 
Society, who, with the attendant orchestra, numbered thirty-three 
performers. The programme consisted of two parts — the first 
sacred, and the second secular. The Society acquitted itself exceed- 
ingly well, particularly in the sacred music. The opening chorus, 
" With full-voiced choir," gave evidence of careful training ; and 
the celebrated triumphal chorus — "See the Conquering Hero 
comes," brought the first part of the programme to a successful 
termination. Of the second part, we have only room to mention that 
Miss Lloyd distinguished herself in the " Auld Scotch Sangs," for 
which she was loudly encored. Miss Quin has a very sweet and 
plaintive voice, and sang Burns's beautiful song of " Afton Water " 
with great tenderness of expression. She was also rewarded with 
an encore. The orchestra was exceedingly efficient ; and Mr. Hirst 
presided with much ability at the piano. Every praise is due to 
Mr. Gooden, the conductor, for his excellent management through- 
out. On the 19th October Mr, Bates, organist of John's Episcopal 

Church here, afforded a treat to the lovers of music, by giving a 
recital on the pianoforte, which took place in the Queensberry Arms 
Assembly Room, The instrument was a very superior one from the 



establishment of Mr. Fryer, Dumfries, and its capabilities were 
admirably brought out by the player. Mr. Bates played the whole 
of the pieces (the majority of which were of the most difficult 
description) from memory, and in an admirable manner, surprising 
and delighting his audience by the brilliancy of his execution and 
the correctness of his taste. 

Bedford. — On Tuesday, the 6th ult., Mr. John 

Haines and his sister, Mrs. Frank Moody, assisted by Miss H. 
Haines, Miss Bull, and Mr. Warwick, gave a concert at the 
Working Men's Institute. Owing to family bereavements, illness, 
and other causes, the attendance was not large. The songs and 
duetts in the programme gave much satisfaction. Mr. John Nunn 
accompanied the vocal music on the pianoforte with his well-known 
excellent taste. The performance of the " Clara Waltz " and 
" Tivoli Quadrilles," and " Haydn's Quintette," by the little band, 
was very creditable. Altogether the concert was exceedingly good, 

Bedminster. — The new organ for the Wesleyan 

Chapel having been sold to Keynsham Wesleyan Chapel, a new 
instrument, better adapted to the size of the building, has juBt been 
erected by Mr. Vowles, of this city. It was opened on the 13th ult., 
when a sermon on "The house of God, and its beauties and advan- 
tages," was delivered by the Rev. M. Punshon to a crowded 
audience, who responded to his appeal by a handsome collection. 
The organ was played by Mr. Garrington, the organist of Langton- 
street Chapel, who, with his well-known skill and taste, brought out 
the qualities of the instrument in such a manner as to give the 
greatest satisfaction. It was generally remarked that the sweetness 
and fulness of tone, as well as its power, rendered it a most valuable 
acquisition. The cost was only £125. It is inclosed in a neat case 
of yellow pine, varnished, and has a very pretty effect in the 
chapel. 

Belfast. — Mr. Albert Lowe, who is on a visit 

here to the Incumbent of St. George's Church, kindly undertook to 
give an Organ performance to friends who might wish to attend, 
and fulfilled his promise by playing before a numerous audience, on 
the 29th of October, a selection of pieces from the works of cele- 
brated authors in a style which, while it delighted those who were 
present, reflected the highest credit on himself. The programme 
for the occasion included pieces from the compositions of Molique, 
Spohr. Pergolesi, Haydn, Mendelssohn, and Handel. The chorus, 
"To Thee Cherubim," was the selection from the last-named 
master ; and was admirably rendered. Mr. Lowe presided at the 
organ in St. George's Church at both morning and evening service 
on Sunday last, when, with the aid of the highly effective choir, 
his skilful and careful playing rendered both services a source of 
high enjoyment to those who had the pleasure of hearing them. He 
also, by appointment, met the " Vocal Union" on Monday evening 
in the large hall of the Church of England and Ireland Young Men's 
Society, lately opened; and several choruses from the Elijah, St. Paul, 
and Job were sung with excellent precision and effect. It is hoped 
that Mr. Lowe's late visit may not be his last. None who heard 
his performances could feel otherwise than pleasure and high appre- 
ciation of their merit. 

Birkenhead. — The Cambrian Choral Society gave 

its first Concert of the season on the 2nd ult. The principal artistes 
were Miss F. Bennett, Mr. J. P. Willey, and Mr. T. J. Hughes. 
Conductor, Mr. Parry. Accompanyist, Mr. Skeaf. The perform- 
ance included several part-songs, by Brinley Richards, which were 
so well received at the late Chester Eisteddfodd. On the previous 
evening a Testimonial, consisting of a timepiece and an address, was 
presented to Mr. William, who for many years has acted as pianist 
to the Society. 

Brighton. — Mr. H. Hiles, the Organist of All 

Saints' Church, gave an Organ Recital, recently, at the Church (of 
which he is organist), to a numerous assemblage. Mr. Hiles is an 
organist of great ability. His Andante movement of Bastiste 
was artistically rendered, and his interpretation of Beethoven's 
Larghetto, from the grand Second Symphony, displayed his talent 
to the utmost advantage. The Lobgesang of Mendelssohn was also a 
fine performance. Mrs. Merest, who we remember as Miss M. B. 
Hawcs, sang some beautiful contralto pieces, and, among the rest, 
that touching sacred air from the Messiah, " He was despised." In 
earlier times, no one ever threw so much devotional feeling and 
expression into the air as Miss Hawes, and, although time has made 
certain inroads upon her voice, there is still left that depth of 
expression which she used to impart to the air in former days, and 
which left such impression upon her hearers. Her own sacred song 
of " Ruth " was not only creditable to her as a singer, but as a 
composer. 

Burslem. — The Potteries Tonic Sol-faists gave 

their first Concert for the season, in the Town Hall, on the 
30th October, in the presence of a very numerous and respectable 
audience, whose frequent and hearty applause showed that they 
highly appreciated both the selection of pieces and their perform- 
ance. The advanced choir, with Misses Pass, Emery, Edge, 
Brindley, and Malkin, and Messrs. Wood, Vickers, and Shipley, as 
soloists, filling one side of the orchestra, sang a number of choice 
songs, duets, and choral pieces, from which "The Murmur of the 
Shell," sung by Miss Emery, may be fairly selected as the gem of 
the concert. Her delicate sotto voce, at the close of each verse of 
this sweet ballad, took the audience by surprise, and elicited a 
vociferons encore. The choral pieces included Rossini's Carnovale, 
which was warmly encored; and two of the most popular part- 
songs of the French Orpheonists, "The Retreat," and " The Drum 
March," re-arranged for a mixed choir. "The Retreat" was
